Michael Safdeye, being duly sworn, deposes and says: 

1 . I am an inventor of the patent application identified above and I am an 
inventor of the subject matter described and claimed therein. 

2. Prior to December 29, 2000, I had completed my invention as described and 
claimed in the subject application in this country, a NAFTA country, or a 
WTO country, as evidenced by the following: 
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A, Prior to December 29, 2000, the idea of a shoe with an outsole having 
an outsole surface which includes a first section and a second section 
with an outer layer of a fabric material was conceived and reduced to 
practice as evidenced by the disclosure entitled "Fabric Outsole 
Process" and the attached photographs, all of which are attached 
hereto as Exhibit A. Comparing claim 1 of the subject application with 
pages 1 and 2 of the Summary and the photographs, the formation of 
a second outsole section that has an outer layer of fabric is shown in 
photographs #1 through #6. Photographs #7 through #10 illustrate 
the formation of the first section around the second section where the 
first section is formed such that it is free of any fabric material. The 
subject matter of claims 2 through 10 is also evidenced by the 
Summary and the attached photographs. 

B. Prior to December 29, 2000, a customs ruling was rendered to the 
benefit of the present Assignee, which is attached hereto as Exhibit B. 
The subject matter of claim 12 is evidenced by the customs ruling and 
the subject matter contained in Exhibit A. The subject matter of 
claims 14-17 is likewise evidenced by the documents contained in 
Exhibits A and B. The method steps outlined in claim 1 8 are 
evidenced by the Summary and the attached photographs of Exhibit A. 
Similarly, claims 19-26 are evidenced by Exhibits A and B. 
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C. Exhibit A pages 1 and 2 were prepared prior to December 29, 2000, 
and the photographs were taken prior to December 29, 2000, and the 
customs ruling contained in Exhibit B is dated prior to December 29, 
2000. However, the dates listed on all of these documents have 
been redacted. Furthermore, the name and address of the laboratory 
that rendered the customs ruling has been redacted.
